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“Tar Orp Frac” was published during an imprisonment of thirteen months in Tyler, Smith Co., Texas, upon 
a sheet of unruled letter paper, in imitation of print, a steel pen being employed in the absence of a Hor Pruss with 
Conner & Son’s Tyrzs; and Maynarp & Noyes’ Inx instead of Licutzopy’s. Of course, by this slow process, but one 
copy could be issued of each number, which was read aloud at the various cabins by some member of the “ Mess ;” 
and when all had read, or heard it read, the same was returned by the “ Subscriber” to the “Office of Publication.” 

But one aim ever actuated the Proprietor in this undertaking, which was to contribute as far as possible towards 
enlivening the monotonous, and at times almost unbearably eventless life of Camp Ford—and to cultivate a mutual 
good feeling between all. Contributions were solicited upon matters of Local interest, Stories, Advertisements, etc., 
and many good Jokes were perpetrated upon each other, which were received purely in that light by the victims, and 
were the occasion of much enjoyment. It is therefore urged upon our patrons that they do not consider aught in 
these columns as embodying any ill personal feclings towards anybody, and desire to certify that the warmest affection 
and mutual kindnesses were unanimous with all the prisoners. 

Tur ADVERTISEMENTS were most of them bona fide, genuine ; especially those of a smaller paper published shortly 
before our departure from Texas, called the “ Forp Crry Heratp.” As we have decided not to include the Hrratp 
in this voliime, we will here insert some of its Advertisements, and other items of interest to the reader.
